Miss Belle Norman’s Defeat Pleased 
Mrs, Whitney and a Few Other 
Fair Patriots.

According to Prof. C. M. Woodward and 
Paul F. Coste, two of the directors-elect, no 
time will be lost in organizing. The new law, 
which directs that the new board, after the 
election, shall ‘‘proceed to organize,’’ is in- 

-terpreited to mean immediately. 
e form of procedure will probably be 
for the new board to request the olf direc- 
tors to assemble in order to receive the de- 
mand for a surrender of their seats. } 
. Tose who have been planning resistance 
‘now have a majority of their cdlleagues 
pledyes to join them, and when the de- 
mmanc ‘# received from, the new board the 
Pagers ae to refuse compliance, will proba- 
ly recelve a practically unanimous vote. 

Chis will necessitate a resort to the courts 
by the new directors, who will act without 
loss of time. They will probably apply to 
the Supreme Court direct for a mandamus 
“compelling the old board to turn over all 
books and the like, or for a writ of quo 
warranto directing the members of the old 
board to show by what right they con- 
tinue to perform the duties of School Direc- 


tors. 

In all probability the matter will have 
reached the courts before the expirat‘on 
of two weeks. 


Meanwhile Vice-President Grawe, who is 
also chairman of the Teachers Committee, 
has announced his intentions to hold regu- 
lar weekly meetings of his committee, as if 
nothing had happened, until the matter is 
Settled. The regular weekly meetings of 
the other committees will probably be held 
also. ) 

The prospect of resistance is not dismay- 
ing the new directors. Mr. Paul F. Coste, 
a recognized legal authority,. stated to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that nothing but 
defeat could attend the effort of the ojd 
board to withstand public opinion. 

en am correctly informed,’’ sa‘d Mr. 
Coste, “‘the effort to prevent the holding of 
the election was based solely on the alleged 
unconstitutionality of the law. On the same 
grounds it is ee to make this further 
resistance. he Supreme Court ‘not only 
decided adversely but has overruled a mo- 
tion for a rehearing. Although no written 
Opinion was handed down, this seems to me 
to settle the matter finally, as the refusal 
fo entertain the proceedings decided the 
law to be constitutional’’ 

Members of the Board, on the other hand 
are sanguine, declaring that they have legal 
advice that the law can be annulled. With 
this hope they are willing to have ‘public 
consideration. 


The seating of the new Board will jntro- 
duce a new regime in School Board affairs, 
the scope. of which Is best-indicated by the 
oath of office which the members are re- 
quired to take.

The oragnization of the new board will 
consist of the election of. a president and 
vice-president and after they are seated, 
the election of a superintendent of eéedu- 
cation, superintendent of schoo! buildings, 
treasurer and auditor. 

Prof. C. M. Woodward is believed to have 
the call for the presidency. The directors. 
elect insist, however, that the organization 
has not been discussed even remotely. Un- 
certainty exists in the matter of the sal- 
aried officers, with the possible exception 
re renee Soldan.

She 
smade a splendid showing against adverse 
influences. In spite of the scratching of her 
name in favor of John P. Collins, she polled 
more than double the vote received by the 
leader of the Liberal ticket. 

As a result of the Post-Dispatch exposure 
of the evil features of the Liberal ticket, 
made the day after it was filed, its candi- 
dates made a ridiculous showing when their 
efforts for election are .considered.

WOMAN IN TT, 


Luetgert Said to Have Made a Bad 
Loan and Wanted a Widow 
With Money. 


CHICAGO, May 19.--Back of the history 
of the downfall of ‘Adolph L. Luetgert, the 
wealthy sausage manufacturer who is now 
in jail charged with wife murder, is said to 
be a peculiar story in which Luetgert and 
R. W. Davey, an English promoter, figure 
as the principal characters. 
Davey, it is said, eame to Chicago last 
ber and placed an.advertisement in 
the Papers stating that an English gentle- 
man, representing large capitalists, would be 
giad to meet with persons with manufactur- 
ing property to sell. Luetgert was attracted 
by the advertisement and after several con- 
ferences a deal was arranged whereby the 
roperty was sold for $300,000 to a so-called 
nglish syndicate and the property bonded. 
Luetgert’s attorneys became suspicious and 
Davey was unable to get hold of the bonds. 
Such was Luetgert’s confidence jn the man, 
however, that Davey succeeded in borrow- 
ing $16,000 in cash from him before leaving 
Chicago last February. 
It ig said that the absence of s060 much 
ready money involved Luetgert in the finan- 
cial difficulties which culminated jin his 
failure. 
The police claim there is a woman in the 
case, in the person of a well-to-do widow. 
She and Luetgert, it is said. have been 
friends for years and it is the theory of the 
police that Luetgert’s anxiety to marry the 
woman and thus obtain possession of ‘her 
property, or at least of the ready cash of 
which he was sorely in need, drove him to 
the crime. The police claim to have proof 
of undue intimacy between the two and also 
that the day following the @isappearance of 
his wife Luetgert transferred a considerable 
portion of this property to the wealthy 
widow. 
The police now feel certain that Mrs, 
Luetgert met her death in the little sleep- 
ing room a cong | the office in Luetgert’s 
sausage factory.

Mr. Morgan Objects to an Injunction 
of Secrecy.

hard: labor, after having been convicted of 
immoral practices, was released from prison 
this morning. Wilde, who seemed to en- 
joying robust .health, goes to Paris im- 
médiately. He intends, however, to return 
to this city to engage in literary work. He 
says he does not intend to hide his identity, 
but will write over his own signature. 

The prison officials say that up to six 
menths ago Wilde was regarded by the pri- 
son physician as harmiessly insane. is 
mental clearness seemed to come to hie all 
at once, and when his physical health 
reached a certain stage of improvement he 
realized fully for the first time why he had 
been imprisoned. 

The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon says 
that one of the first acts of Oscar Wilde in 
regaining his freedom was to refuse 1,000 
pounds for a story of his prison experience.

AN IMBECILE POLICY. 

The excuse commonly offered for the 
British policy of maintaining the Turk 
in Europe, which has been pursued for 
the last 30 years, is that it was neces- 
sary to thus checkmate Russia's designs 
on the Balkan Peninsula and to protect 
British prestige and interests in Eastern 
Europe. In pursuit of this policy, the 
rotten Turkish Government has been uUp- 
held in some of the worst barbarities 


known to history, including the periodi- 
cal slaughter of its Christian subjects 
}and nameless outrages - inflicted upon 
women and children. All these offenses 
against civilization have been condoned 


on the ground that condoning them was 
'necessary to the maintenance of “im- 
perial policy.” 

An incident of the current week has 
shown how utterly this disgraceful and 
inhuman policy has failed of its pur- 
pose. It demonstrates that Russia and 
not England controls the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment; that Russian influence and 10t 
British influence is dominant at Constan- 
tinople. The Sultan and his Ministers 
defied the Six Powers in the matter of 
granting an armistice to Greece, which 
had been demanded in a “collective note’’ 
by the Six Powers. Thereupon Russia, 
acting independently of the “European 
concert,”’ pulled the strings on the dum- 
my government which it has set up in 
Bulgaria, an order for the mobilization 
of the Bulgarian army was announced, 
and in three-quarters of an hour from 
the receipt of the news the Sultan noti- 
fied the Russian Minister that the armis- 
tice would be granted that day. 

The net result, therefore, of British pol- 
icy in the East, which has saved the 
“unspeakable Turk” from being driven 
into Asia by his outraged Christian sub- 
jects, is that the Sultan has become for 
all practical purposes one of Russia’s 
feudatories. When Russia is good and 
ready, her army will occupy Constanti- 
nople and her, Black Sea fieet will sail 
through the Bosphorus into the Mefiter- 
ranean. Twenty years ago a courageous 
and honest policy on the part of Great 
Britain could have prevented this. Now 
it is beyond the power of Great BPrit- 
ain to prevent it, or even to postpone It. 
So that the British anti-Russian policy 
has resulted in placing Russia in precise- 
ly the predominant position at which she 


aimed.

“ANTI-SCALPING” LAWS. 

By his signature yesterday Gov. Black 
of New York made a law of the most 
drastic anti-scalpers bill that has yet 
passed any legislative body. * It abso- 
lutely prohibits the selling of railroad 
and steamboat tickets in that State ex- 
cept by agents authorized to make such 
sales, and then they shall sell tickets 
only in towns or cities where their writ- 
ten authority gives them permission to 
make sales. 

Laws with a similar purpose have been 
enacted in several other States, and a 
strong effort is being made to jam one 
through Congress, In the interest of this 
national anti-scalping bill Mr. Chauncey 
Depew himself has turned lobbyist. 

It is to be said of all such laws that 
they are class legislation of the worst 
kind. They are obviously designed for 
the benefit of railroad corporations art 
the expense of the public. There is noth- 
ing privileged or mysterious about the 
relation of a railroad company to the 
ticket which it has issued. It is to be 
presumed that the company has received 
the price it has fixed for any ticket that 
has passed out of the possession.of itsclf 
or its agent.: This is always the case 
unless there has been fraud or favorit- 
ism. As the railroad company has re- 
ceived its pay for the _ transportation 
called for by the ticket, there is no rea- 
son whatever why it should not furnish 
the transportation, no matter who pre- 
sents the ticket. 

There is no peculiar sacredness in a 
railroad ticket that should prevent a 
purchaser who has no use for it from 
selling it to somebody who has. [If the 
purchaser of the ticket chooses to sell it 
at a loss rather than lose the whole 
amount he paid for it, that is his own 
look out, and no concern of the com- 
pany’s. It is his property, and he hasa 
right to dispose of it for its full value, 
or for less than its value, or to 
give it away. The railway company 
cannot pretend that it costs more to 
transport Smith than to transport Brown 
on the ticket for which it has been paid. 
When it refuses to transport Smith, on 
the ground that the ticket was sold to 
Brown, then it is taking money for a 
service which it has not performed, and 
which it refuses to perform. 

Moreover, if there are any abuses in 
the business of selling railroad tickets 
by scalpers or otherwise, the railroad 
companies are themselves exclusively to 
blame therefor. They built up the scalp- 
ers’ business, and they should not be 
permitted to plead their own folly or neg- 
ligence as an excuse for annihilating a 
business which is as legitimate as their 
own, and for depriving purchasers of 
their manifest property rights.

The Chicago Convention, which nominat- 
ed William Jennings Bryan for President, 
marked an era in the history of American 


or 1860. The declaration made by that now 
historic assemblage was aptly and justly 
denominated a second Declaration of In- 
dependence. It was a bold, clear, fearless 
assertion of the natural and legal rights 
of the common people to the enjoyment of 
their own property and to the pursuit of 
their own happiness in their own 
way, as against privilege and class, and 
subject only to the needs of government 
economically administered. 

It bears in almost every line intrinsic 
evidence that it was the product of a sin- 
gle mind and drawn by a single hand—a 
consistent mind and a strong hand. There 
have been claims more or less definite laid 
to the authorship of words and phrasés 
here and there, but we believe it is now 
well established, though, of course, with- 
out claim ‘or effort on his part, that Col 
Charles H. Jones, the accomplished editor 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, was as 
nearly the sole author of the Chicago plat- 
form, as Thomas Jefferson was of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Both adopted the 
prevailing sentiment of their political as- 
soclates, both employed necessarily lan- 
guage familiar in the discussions of the 
time. Except, however, some phrases from 
Nebraska’s Democratic State platforms, 
drawn by Mr. Bryan, neatly fitted and 
joined in the superb style of the whole na- 
tional platform, the paper was in letter and 
word the product of Col. Jones’ exact and 
brilliant pen. 

These are the facts of history, and it fs 
well they should be known not to this gen- 
eration only but to our posterity. 


The Color Sense.

MORE PLENTIFUL THAN IVY IN 
FOREST PARK. — 


THE PROPERTIES THE SAME. 


One Is a Vine and the Other a Weed- 
Like Plant and They 
Are Scourges. 


The individual with a sensitive cuticle 
Bhould take extra precautions against pol- 
gon ivy and poison oak while in Forest Park. 
These not only flourish among the »ushes 
of the “‘wilderness,”’ but attain a luxuriant 
growth in the improved portions. 

Technically, poison oak and poison ivy 
are included under one names, rhus toxi- 
codendron. Their properties are similiar, 
and they yield to the same anridote, al- 
though there is a difference in the growth 
and foliage. The oak comes up as a dull 


gray stalked bush, with leaves similar in 
shape and almost of the design of the chest- 
nutleaf. The ivy, with its glistening, green, 
three-fingered leaf, creeps over the decayed 
trees, posts and logs, among the thickets of 
damp and bottom lands. 

Rhus exists in its most dangerous form 
in the improved sections of the park. Here 
it is kept short by the continual mowing of 
the grass, and is scarcely perceptible. It 
does not attain any growth before the 
scythe cuts it off, and unseen, the poison- 
ous stems lurk around the trunks of trees 
and logs, a constant menace to those who 
are sensitive to it. 

In the wilder and unimproved portions, 
where the mower makes but an annua! trip, 
the plant attains some size, and is readily 
distinguished, but where it is kept cropped 
close to the ground the danger is increased 
because it cannot be avoided. 

Along the Wabash tracks. and particular- 
ly in the neighborhood of the viaducts, 
poison vines abounds. The clinging vine 
about the masonry of the trestle over Lin- 
dell Drive is free from noxious properties, 
but along the base of the wall and around 
the trees in the immediate vicinity within 
a few feet of the road there is a Quantity 
of poison oak that has attained a height 
of from four to six inehes. The sprouts 
look like sumach. This section has not 
been recently mowed and the tiny shoots 
that came with spring have had a chance 
to develop. 

Park Keeper Kopplin has been unable to 


locate any poison ivy in the cultivated 
ground, but believes it exists from the 
mysterious cases of poisoning that have 


come to his notice. He and his men search 
diligently for the plant, but have found 
little of it. That which they found was 
uprooted and burnt. He admits that it is 
almost impossible to locate it in the short 
grass and says there is where the great 
danger lies. The same conditions apply to 
the poison oak. It is kept so short that it 
can searcely be distinguished from an ordl- 
nary weed. 

But there is virtue in this close cropping 
sfays Mr. Kopplin. The roots of no weed 
can flourish where the stalk is being con- 
stantly cut down. Shrubs and wild grass 
are similar to weeds in their growth and 
the park mowers have faith in a vigorous 
use of the scythe since they cannot uproot 
the pestilence. 

“We would keep it short in the wilderness, 
too,’’ said the keeper. “‘but there is barely 
enough money at- our disposal to properly 
attend to the improved grounds. As it is, we 


manage to get around with the mower once 
a year. The poisonous growth there is more 
lentiful, because it cannot be cut oftener. 
fe have been fighting poison ivy for twenty 
years. bui it is just like a weed, springs up 
where you think vou have effectually ob- 


literated it. The improved parts are com- 
paratively free, and the cases of poisoning 
are becoming less frequent each season.” 

The physicians in the neighborhood of the 
parks reported numerous cases last sum- 
mer of skin poisoning by either the ivy or the 
oak. 

It is a common error to mistake the pois- 
onous ivy for the harmless Virginia creeper. 
The latter’s leaf is hand-shaped, with five 
fingers, while the ivy leaf has but three, and 
a stiffer and more glossy surface. 

The first symptoms of poisoning appear in 
about twenty-four hours after contact. The 
skin becomes hot and dry, and itches. This 
is followed in a few hours by a hg: sen- 
sation, the poisoned parts swell! and finaliy 
there is an eruption resembling prickle heat. 

The eyelids are especially affected by the 
swelling, sometimes in extreme cases being 
entirely closed. Instances frequently occur 
where the victim is confined to his bed from 
the harassing effects of the continuous 
burning, itching on the system. The at- 
tacks recur in some cases for vears after 


the contact. With some people, whose 
systems are peptone | sensitive, it 
is not necessary to actually touch the pois- 


on. The system seems to absorb it from the 
air about the plant’s home and in a few 
hours the affliction is as intense with such 
persons as if the leaves were crushed into 
the cuticle. 

It is a curious fact, but the most effective 
antidote for rhus poisoning is partly made 
of rhus leaf extract. 

Dr. Heine Marks, who has successfully 
treated hundreds of cases of poisoning, rec- 
ommends as the best remedy fluid extract of 
grindelia robusta, with glycerine. In his 
experience this has proven the quickest and 
most effective antidote. 

Glycerine and carbolic acid, about 1 per 
cent solution, allay the irritation and stop 
the itching. Acetate of lead solution and 
carbolized vaseline of about 2% per cent 
have also produced relief. Among the 
scores of remedies these mentioned are 
especially recommended. 

One of the best remedies, that ha'’s often 
cured the worst cases where al! others 
failed, is either the milk (sap) of the com- 
mon milkweed smeared over the affected 
part, or a strong decoction of the plant, 
used as a wash. The results are sometimes 
almost miraculous in effecting a quick cure. 

But as an ounce of prevention is wdérth a 
pound of cure, so is an ounce of common 
yellow soap more effective in keeping the 
poison from taking hold, than gallons of 
ointments in making it turn loose. Every 
person who is easily affected by the poison 
should carry a piece of common bar soap 
and wash with it frequently whenever he

State Auditor Seibert, Secretary of State 
Lesueur and State Treasurer Pitts, mem- 
bers of the State Board of Equalization, ar- 
rived in the city Tuesday night.

railroad assessments. An extra session of 
the Legislature has been frequently sug- 
gested as a necessity tn order to make prop- 
er revenue provisions, but Gov. Stephens 
has stated on various occasions that he is 
opposed to the proposition. He regards 
extra legislative sessions as luxuries that 
Meanwhile 
there is general anxiety as to how a reve- 
nué dilemma will be averted.

TO THE SUPREME COURT. 


J. R. Bettis May Carry His Bicycle 
Baggage Test Case. 


Unless J. R. Bettis carries his case against 
the Missouri Pacific Railway to the Supreme 
Court and has the ruling of the Court of 
Appeals reversed, there is little chance for 
wheelmen in Missouri to force the railroads 


to carry bicycles as baggage.

His Ringing Arraignment of Bosses and Reminder of 
Unfulfilled Republican Pledges Made 
During the Campaign. 


Following is the full text of ex-Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s speech at 
the banquet of the Business Men’s League at Philadelphia last Friday night: 


‘‘The number and character of the men who have met here to-day is at once a 
witness to the dissatisfaction throughout the State touching the existing political 
conditions. It is also an evidence of your deep determination to do something to 
give to Pennsylvania a better govérnment. I believe this gathering at this time, 
when the air is full of patriotism. will stand as a proof or pledge that the battle 
begun nearly two years ago is still in progress, and going on without limit of 
time, strength and money until the foes of good government are compelled to 
ground their arms. 

“The country ie 
not prosperous. 
Since the outset 
of the last Presi- 
dential campaign 
the party, presé 
and political lead- 
ers generally, fixed 
the November 
election of 1896 as 
the date of the 
beginning of good 
times. A full half 
of the year has ex- 
pired since the will 
of the Republican 
party. was declared 
Thus. far but.one 
of the important 
issues of the cam- 
paign. is - nearing 
settlement, and 
hardly any no- 


wretched times is 
manifest, The tide 
will soon set in 
strongly against 
the Republican 
party unlees the 
depression of busi- 
ness is altered. 
Idleness and want 
breed a bitter dis- 
content which will 
never beovercome 
until there are 
ample employ- 
‘ments. 

“The foes Amer- 
ica has to fear are 
not the sullen,sav- 
age Turks nor the 

_insurrectionists of 
Cuba nor the ter- 
ritory grasping 
British, but they 
ticeable improve- are our own pa- 
ment of the tient and  heart- 
tired people, our own suffering, much-promised people, who, betrayed and disheart- 
ened, no longer have faith in their party, and will turn to any leadership that offers 
promise of better times, believing that worse times can never come than those now 
existing. It is a terrible thing to observe public sentiment adrift and uncaptained 
and the people sweepng away from their affection to the old party. 

“The young men are growing up indifferept to Republican principles, with no 
respect for parties of broken platforms, who use national and State patronage in 
payment of election contracts. The political religion of the nation is falling 
lower and lower under insults to intelligence, violations of law, reckless daring 
of unscrupulous bosses. There are immeasurable depths of misfortane for this 
nation and State if the continued-use of corporation and public moneys and the 
dispensation of Federal and State patronage continue to be controlled in the interest 
of officeholders to hold office for themselves and to benefit those who desire to keep 
government contracts or maintain particular protections through the money given 
by which elections are decided. 

“There will most assuredly gome a day when there will be a mighty revolt 
and resistance, resulting in a revolution that will give birth to a new political 
party. Laws continually despised and disregarded, legislation conceived for black- 
mailing purpose, speculation by public officials in trust and other stocks, while 
tariffs and other financial bills are pending, must surely and irrevocably alienate 
the people from their party and awaken a disposition and desperation to substitute 
almost any wild and untried leadership with the hope of possible relief. 

“From some points of view it might seem that there was not much'to be done 
except to suffer and wait. To see sixty-seven counties play a State convention, to 
‘make a platform and nominate candidates for office while all the time it is one man 
that constitutes himself a convention, himself adopts a platform, himself adopts 
resolutions, himself nominates candidates, and himself adjourns, it is a pitiable 
and discouraging spectacle; even if two generations of our people have become 
accustomed to this condition of things. The newspapers, with very few exceptions, 
and those not in the metropolitan cities of this State, have accepted the situation 
and are silent in the face of the gravest issues that have ever confronted the people. 

“It will be no easy task to undo the shackles which have grown upon us with 
the growth of years. There is no short cut across the field to victory. As next 
winter’s barns are to be filled only by ploughing in the winter, sowing in the spring 
and reaping in the summer, so must the ploughing and planting be done for a crop 
of better methods in public affairs. In what has been done in the past year there is 
great encouragement. 

“First, there was a revelation of power, not believed to exist in Pennsylvania; 
second, that newly revealed purpose to throw off the yoke of bossism has steadily 
grown; third, higher standards for legislation have been settled and bulwarks have 
been thrown up against pernicious schemes; fourth, the State has been kept in- 
formed and agitation and exposure have caused the abandonment of evil legislation; 
fifth, dismay and discomfiture and dread apprehension have followed the entire 
session of the present Legislature. A gallant little band of true men have formed 
a phalanx in the Senate, and not an inch has been yielded by the valiant members 
of the House. Those who have failed to rise with the opportunity will soon come 
to the day of reckoning with their constituents—when a million of people will re- 

view their acts. 

“The burning question of interest on State money is practically settled. The 
assured passage of the interest bill removes the anticipated issue on the Treasury- 
ship fight for this year, but the contest» will be vigorously pushed for control of 
the county organizations that will have’a vital bearfng upon the great battle of 
98, when thirty Congressmen, a United States Senator, twenty-five State Senators, 
204 Representatives, a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor and a Secretary of Internal 
Affairs are to be elected. There ought by that time to be an upheaval. It will 
come by organization. Let the bosses deal and deal, but let our work be real and 
real.”’

PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—“I am not apologizing for that speech. nor do I pro- 
pose to defend it,’’ said John Wanamaker in discussing his address of last Friday 
night before the Business Men’s League of Pennsylvania. 

“The speech stands for itself. I meant every word of it. 

“I made between sixty and seventy speeches in this State during the last Pres- 
idential campaign, some of them in silver districts, where I pleaded with the people 
to vote against Bryanism, and argued that not only the tariff but the currency 
question would be taken up and pushed vigorously to a‘satisfactory solution—that 
the filling of offices would not be the first or'only work of the administration at its 
beginning. 

“So much was said by political speakers.in that campaign that the popular 
expectation was aroused that the old McKinley tariff law would be restored in 
some form within sixty days of inauguration and the industries of the country 
started up. Some of the men who spoke with me in the canvass were in my 
audience last Friday night and I endeavored to show them that popular expectation 
had not yet been met and that there was still great need for them as business men 
to continue their organization. It is boasted that of the thiry-two Pennsylvania 
Congressmen, thirty-one are pledged to vote as one man with the foss (meaning 
Quay), a part of whose field of labors is where the whole machinery of the Govern- 
ment stops while sugar speculation goes on. 

“The people are not all fools,’’ continued Mr. Wanamaker, ‘“‘and they naturally 
cry out against those who have the power to relieve them when they see the Dingley 
tariff bill, framed four months ago, hanging jn mid-air, as though the whole nation 
were taking a summer holiday instead of going through a slow fever, as it really 
is, with every State and city a kind of hospital of fear and trembling. 

“The people do not forget very easily, and it will not be enough when the next 
investigation of Senatorial speculations is made to evade or to bluff with a non- 
chalant, ‘Yes, I bought those stocks. What of it?’ 

“While I believe that the good times anticipated will grow out of the employ- 
ment of the people through a return to a protective tariff, it must not be forgotten 
that there are thousands of business men in this country who believe that there 
will be no permanently settled prosperity until definite deliverances have been had 
from Congress upon monetary questions. If there is to be any enlarged use of 
silver, why not promptly determine upon it? If itis the intention that nothing shall 
be done on the silver question, and we are to stand exactly where we are, it were 
far better to say so frankly and at once, and not drift or shilly-shally. 

“We want something or nothing, and that very quickly if the country is to start 
forward on its promised career of prosperity. It is not right that the Hous@should 
meet only to adjourn, in the hope that a do-nothing policy will force the Senate to 
act on the tariff bill. The tariff bill is only one of many pressing problems that must 
be taken up and the sooner the better. 

“I believe there are 1,000,000 men who would stand up to-morrow and applaud 
President McKinley if he were to deny to every officeseeker a place until the tariff 
at least, is settled.’’

DELEGATE SWEENEY AFTER 
TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES. 


WILL INTRODUCE AN ORDINANCE 


It Will Provide That These Rails and 
Those Not in Use Must Be 
Removed. 


At Friday night’s meeting of the House 
of Delegates John P. Sweeney of the 
Fourth Ward will introduce an ordinance to 
compel street and steam railway people to 
take up from the streets the tracks which 
are not in use and also those laid without 
warrant of law. 

There are more of the latter than of the 
former. There are so many that the ques- 
tion is raised whether some of these com- 
panies ever take the trouble to obtain per- 
mission before laying their tracks. 

Attempts have been made in the past to 
compel them ‘to take up the tracks, but 
without result. 

Mr. Sweeney says he is in dead earnest, 
but it is doubtful if he can bring the 
other members of the House to his way of 
thinking in the face of the pressure which 
the railroad companies are capable of ex- 
erting.

NEW STEAMSHIP SERVICE. 


1 2 France to Establish Connections With 


the South Sea Islands. 


TACOMA, Wash., May 19.—A monthly 
steamship service between Tacoma and Pa- 
pete, the chief seaport of Tahiti, and a hun- 
dred other South Sea Islands, has been ar- 
ranged for by the French Government. The 
purpose is to provide for the correspondence, 
mail matter, passengers and Government 
supplies between France and her colonies in 
the South Seas, per steamers fiying the 
French flag. 

The present means of transportation ts a 
sailing vessel from the United States, and 
an Engtish sreamentp line between New 
Zealand and Tahiti. . H. Tyson, Consular 
Agent of France, for the Northwest, to-day 
announced that Tacoma had been offictally 
selected as American terminus of the line. 
He will receive ps + ay up to May 27 for 
the furnishing of such a monthly steamship 
eervice, the contract to include captains and 
crew. 

The award will be made July 1 next at the 
French Colonial office at Papete, the con- 
tract to cover three years from Oct. 1, 1897, 
to Oct. 1, 1900. 

Traffic arrangements between the new 
line and the Northern Pacific railway are 
practically completed. It ig expected that 
two steamers will be oaeres. Mail and 
supplies from France will come overland 
across the United States to Tacoma for 
trans-shipment.

CHARGE AGAINST THE CLERGY. 


Missouri Medical Association Has a 
Regular Field Day With 
Its Subjects. 


The second day of the Missouri Medical 
Association’s annual convention had a ma- 
terial increase in attendance. Tuesday night 
trains brought doctors from various parts 
of the State, who were unable to be here 
for the opening session. 

The first hour of the Wednesday morning 
meeting was devoted to miscellaneous busi- 
ness. Under this head came a shot at Gov. 
Stephens. It was fired by Dr. Miller of Ma- 
con, who had something to say along the 
same line when he delivered his response to 
the address of welcome at the opening of 


the convention Tuesday. 

Dr. Miller’s latest shot at the Governor 
consisted of a _ resolution requesting the 
President to appoint a special committee to 
consider the action of the chief executive 
of the State in “removing the Fulton asy- 
lum for the insane from the control of the 
medical profession.’”. This resolution was 
adopted amid a storm of enthusiastic hur- 
rahs. The President announced that he 
would appoint the special committee some 
time during the afternoon Wednesday. It is 
expected that this committe will submit a 
lengthy array of “whereases,”’ and 
“resolves” touching the Governor, It will 
be observed that in Dr. Miller’s resolution 
he says the Fulton asylum has been taken 
out of the charge of the medical profes- 
sion. Since that institution is conducted 
by Homeopathic physicians, the language 
used in Dr. Miller’s resolution is rather cut- 
ting on that school of medicine, clearly dem- 
onstrating the feeling that exists between 
the “regulars’’ and the Homeopaths, 

The ordinary layman in ore of a 
‘regular’ doctor, calls him an Aliopath, 
and doesn’t mean any harm by the appel- 
lation. This term !s resented. Dr. C. ‘ 
Hughes spoke at length on the subject 
and concluded by making a motion to the 
effect that “we do resent the term ‘Allo- 

th.’’’ The motion carried unanimously. 

uring his remarks, Dr. Hughes said the 
word “Allopath” was originally applied to 
“regular” physicians by the Homeopaths, 
and that it was an insult. * 

The raking of the Governor over the 
‘regular’ coals, and the denunciation of 
the term “Allopath,”’ furnished the morn- 
ing proceedings with a dash of spice that 
added materially to the interest. 

When the scientific programme was taken 
up there was voluminous discussion on the 
subject of obstetrics. Various short talks 
were made along lines of interest only to 
the medical profession. 

However, there was diversion. Dr. F. D. 
Mooney took occasion to censure the clergy 
by charging that in his practice he hac 
known clergymen to be guilty of aiding in 
work that is generally regarded as grave- 
ly wrong. Details were entered into and 
the charges made so plain that as to pre- 
vent any possibility of misunderstanding. 

Dr. Mayfield of St. Louis resented the 
accusations made by Dr..Mooney against 


the clergy. In a warm speech he defended 


the clergy. He had never observed any 
such wrong on the part of preachers as Dr. 
Mooney had been talking about. Dr. May- 
field: cited the good work of ministers and 
churches in building hospitals, and in many 
other ways he found them of good service 
and a valuable auxiliary to the medica 
profession. In conclusion, Dr. Mayfield 
asked Dr, Mooney to make a public retrac- 
tion of what he had said about the clergy. 

Dr.. Mooney sprang to his feet at the 
close of Dr. Mavyfield’s remarks. If any- 
body expected him to retract, they were 
disappointed. Instead of retracting, Dr. 
Mooney reiterated his charge, and declared 
that he had nothing to “take back.” He 
even went further and told about expe- 
riences he had had with clergymen who con- 
sulted him. He not make charges 
against all preachers. He eimply told what 
he knew, he said. 

After Dr. Mooney’s reiteration, the min- 
isterial feature of the convention was 
dropped, and the regular medical discus- 
sion progressed. 

Amid all the technical discussion and 
caustic resolutions. touching the Governor 
and the homeopathic doctors, the “‘regu- 
lars” find time for a social side of their 
annual meeting. Wednesday afternoon the 
wives and daughters of the visiting doc- 
tors are being entertained by a carriage 
ride to points of interest in and about the 


city. 

Thursday afternoon immediate! after 
final adjournment, the Missouri and the Il- 
linois assoctations will take an outing on 
the river. The steamer Grand Republic 
has been chartered for the occasion. Start- 
ing at the foot of Olive street, the boat will 
cross to East St. u There the Illi- 
nofs society will get aboard. The trip will 
be made down stream. During the river 
trip refreshments will be served continuous- 
ly, and there will be music. 

Tednesday night a special session of the 
Missouri association will be held in honor 
of the Illinois association, which is ex- 

ected to be present in @ y- Music has 
Coon provided for this occasion, ahd it is 
expected that the session will be largely at- 
tended. One of the features of this ses- 
sion will be the address of President Dun- 


can.

A special committee was also appointed, 


with Mr. Lee as Chairman, to select a Sec- 
retary. 
The Judicial Committee will meet this 


week to consider contests. There are five of 
them. In the First and Fifth Ward two 
sets of Committeemen have been reported. 
In the Tenth Ward one member was elected 
and the Precinct Committee tied over the 
second member. In the Thirteenth Ward 
two sets of Committeemen were returned 
as elected, 

Interest centers very largely, ‘however, in 
the Twenty-second Ward, where Senator R 
D. Lancaster is making a fight for election 
to the Executive Committee. One member, 
Dr. R. M. King, has been chosen, and the 
deadlock resulted over the candidacy of 
Lancaster and C. P. Connolly, each receiv- 
ing six votes at the first meeting. The situa- 
tion since then was reported to the Execu- 
tive Committee Tuesday by the six Connolly 
men, as follows: 

“At a regular meeting of the Twenty- 
second Ward Precinct ward organization 
charges were preferred against one Wil- 
liam J. Griffin, a Precinct Committeeman 
from the Fourth Precinct (a copy of said 
charges being attached hereto), charging 
him with bolting and endeavoring to secure 
votes against the regular Democratic ticket 
in the recent Mayoralty’ election; said 
charges being substantiated by the testi- 
mony of two reputable Democrats. By the 
arbitrary ruling of the chairman, and with 
the aid of the votes of said chairman, the 
accused, William J. Griffin, we have been 
unable to carry out the laws of the Cen- 
tral Committee, and the said Griffin has 
been allowed to continue in the position of 
secretary of the organization, and to vote 
upon the disposition of his own case. The 
President, one William J. Kelley, in sending 
notices of special meetings, has contrived 
to have them delivered late in the evenings 
of the day on which the metings were to 
be held, although our constitution and by- 
laws expressly and plainly provide that 
every member ‘shall have twenty-four

| NO MORE BIG EXPENSE ACCOUNTS 


AND HOTEL BILLS. 


NEW PLAN OF CO-OPERATION. 


Representatives of Various Houses 
Start in a Car They Will Oc- 
cupy for Seventy Days. 


Attached to\a train on the Big Four road 
When it pulled out of-+Union Station 
Wednesday morning was a car that marks a 
departure in the methods of commercial 
travélers. Its advent sounds the death knell 
for many hotels in small country towns that 
have hitherto been kept in existence prin- 
Gipaily by the patronage of drummers. It 
Means the saving to wholesale houses of 
many @ dollar, and ft means a more thor- 


j Ough placing of goods by St. Louis houses. 


It was the intention to dispatch this car 
Tuesday afternoon, but it is the first of the 
kind to start out in the United States and 
there Was a short delay in: making all the 
arrangements. 

R ney idea of the projectors of this enter- 
prise is that commercial travelers in the 

ast have lost valuable time on their trips 

y their journeys between station and 
hotels and have also been placed at great 
expense at different hotels. All this ex- 
pense, of course, has been borne by the 
dealer, and so it is to the houses the orig- 
inatérs of the plan appeal. Their scheme has 
caught on even better than they had reason 
to expect, and there is every indication that 
within a year most of the traveling out of 
St. Louis by representatives of the large 
business houses will be done on what is 
termed the co-operative salesmen’s plan. 

The car which pulled out this morning is 
to be a home on wheels for. the occupants, 
who are traveling men, representing St. 
Louis houses. It was cormesy a baggage 
car on the Big Four—one of the atest 
makes. It. was taken to the shops at the 
instance of those who wished to charter it 
and arranged in the mannér planned by the 
originators of ‘the scheme. One end was 
furnished with lockers and shelves for the 
storage of goods and samples. The other 
was furnished on the general plan of a 
house boat, rather than the arrangement of 
a sleeping car. There are several compart- 
ments, in each of which is a bed, and the 
other pieces of furniture usually found in 
a small room. At the extreme end is a little 
kitchen and the rooms are so arranged that 
tables may be laid in each. There are ac- 
commodations in this car for nine persons 
‘and no one is cramped. 

The idea of the projectors is this: Repre- 
sentatives of different industries are in- 
vited to send their mén on the car. There 
may be one drummer for a drug house, one 
for a seed store and-one for a grocery firm, 
etc. The points at which the car will stop 
are named in the schedule which the orig- 
inators of the enterprise send to the busi- 
ness houses. The plan is for the car to 
stop one or two days in each town, the 
length of stay to be determined by the size 
of the place. The car pulls in early in the 
morning and the drummers take the place 
by storm. If they have not sufficient sam- 
ples with them prospective patrons are 
asked to visit the home on wheels which 
for thé nonce becomes a store. At noon the 
travelers meet in the car for dinner and at 
night the car is attached to an outgoing 
train and- pulled to the next station. In 
the thickly settled territory through which 
this car is to travel the distance will sel- 
dom be over twenty miles and within an 
hour the home on wheels will pull in at the 
point where its occupants are to do -busl- 
ness the dey following. There it will be 
sidetracked and the occupants will have a 
comfortable night’s rest before another 
day’s work begins. 

The idea for the co-operative salesmen’s 
Car originated in the mind of two clever 
young men who have offices in the Granite 

uilding, and they believe the venture will 
take well. In fact, they have assurances 
froém business houses that the three cars 
which they have had fitted up in the man- 
‘ner above described will start from Union 
Station with every berth occupied. 

The car that started this morning over the 
Big Four will stop first’ at Litchfield, IIL, 
and will then touch in order at the follow- 
ing places: Hillsboro, Nokomis, Pana, Shel- 
byville, Mattoon, Charleston, and then, in 
Indiana, at Paris, Terre Haute, Greencastle, 
Indianapolis, Crawfordsville and Veeders- 
burg, and back into Illinois at Danville, 
Urbana, Champaign, Farmer City, Leroy, 
Bloomington, Pekin and Peoria. 

At the latter point it will be switched to 
the tracks of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad, and will touch at the fol- 
lowing points on that line: Wyoming, Tou- 
lon, Galva, Cambrdge, Rock Island, Moline, 
Davenport, Wilton, West Liberty, Marengo, 
Grinnell, Newton, Colfax and Des Moines. 

Three days will be passed at tHis city, 
and then the route will be over the Chicago 
& Northwestern, the car stopping a® the 
following towns: Ames, Boone, Grand 
Junction, Jefferson, Glidden, Carroll, Den- 
nison, Woodhine, Logan, Missouri Valley, 
Council Bluffs and Omaha. 

Here the trip of the commercial travelers 

ends. They will have stopped at forty- 
seven towns and will have been gone sev- 
enty days. The actual expense of the trav- 
elers will be only the mileage the: different 
railroads will have charged for the car 
and the food that has been eaten while en 
route, the wages paid a general factotum 
who cooks and cares for the berths and the 
small bill of laundry to sheets and pillow- 
cases. % 
In the car which started Wednesday 
morning there were four commercial] travel- 
ers and four advertising men. Both classes 
were enabled to carry a much larger stock 
than they would have been able to had 
they departed upon regular trips. C. 4 
Thurman had charge of thi¥ car and he 
gg enthusiastically of the way in which 
the scheme had caught on. 

“You mark my words,” said he, “that 
this will revolutionize the drummers’ trade 
and you wll see within a year hundreds 
of these cars flying over the country. Our 
system of placing goods with the trade, 
our thorough display and distribution of 
advertising and reading matter from the 
special car attracts @ consumer and 
buyer throughout. 

“We offer inducements that cannot be 

had except by co-operation. 
based on the necessity of manufactories 
sueching the trade and the consumers in a 
more thorough manner and yet a more 
cheap one than in the past. he business 
house pays only for the time consumed tn 
ffs interest and not for the unavoidable 
delays a traveling representative has been 
subject to in the past.”’ 
The next car Of this class that departs 
from St. Louis will leave the latter part 
of the month and will go over the Missouri 
Pacific. It will be routed through Texas 
and will be gone about two months.”’

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DISHES WASHED 
BY THOUSANDS. 


NOVEL MACHINE PATENTED BY 
AN ILLINOIS WOMAN. 


LEADER IN A SWELL SET. 


Her Husband Was a Supreme Judge 
and She Invented the Contriv- 
ance in Her Kitchen. 


A machine that takes dishes and washes 
them, no matter how dirty, dries them and 
poiishes them, then passes them out to 
those in waiting on the outside! Such is 
the marvel that is about to be placed in 
the West End. Hotel and is already in 
working order in Faust’s. The machine, 
though almost a novelty on the market, 
has been placed in most of the Chicago 
hotels and it bids fair to oust all those who 
wash dishes by hand from employment in 


large places. 

The agent for the machine in St. Louis 
is George D. Chafee, JP., a cousin of Dr. 
Frankenfield, the weather observer, and it 
is through the doctor that the Post-Dis- 

atch reporter met the young man and 
earned of the ‘curious article that he is 

lacing on the market. 

‘This dish-washing machine was invented 
by a woman who now oné of the lead- 
ers of re ogg 4 in Chi 0. Even when she 


in Shelbyville, Ill. She is Mrs. Josephine 
G. Cochrane and her ,.husband was once 
one of the leading jurists of Illinois; in 
fact, thirty years ago he was a member of 
the Supreme Bench. 

The Judge died several years ago and for 
a time Mrs. Cochrane thet with adversity 
and was compelled to do her own house- 
work. One day while washing dishes she 
watched the effect of scalding hot water 
on dishes and noticed; that when it was 
thrown on them with force it left them 
commer dry and also pace them a high 
polish. She thad always been of an inven- 
tive frame of mind and at once set to work 
to make the daily drudgery easier. W thin 
a, month she had rigged up a machine that 
caused her neighbors to talk, but at the 
same time caused her work to be much 
easier. This was the first dish-washing 
machine. 

Mrs. Cochrane, with true business in- 
stinct, secured patents upon the contriv- 
ance and then she put one or two on the 
market and realized enough therefrom to 
remove to Chicago, which city she has sub- 
sequently made her home. But she is a 
woman who knows a good thing and likes 
to hold on to it. Several capitalists have 
asked if they could not become interested 
in her patents, but she has refused them, 
and says she will make all the money out 
of them there is to be made. In this way 
she has contracted with a manufactory in 
the Windy City to turn the machines out 
as rapidly as they are needed and the en- 
tire management of their sale has been di- 
rected by her. Although progressive in.the 
inventive direction she is not realizing 
what might be made out of her patents 
and the result is the machines have never 
been “pushed,”’ as the word is understood 
in the trade. : 

The machine is a huge box with a lot of 
machinery in front. It is five feet in height, 
and within are two tanks, ore filled with 
soapy water, the other with scalding clear 
water. There are two little tracks running 
into the machine and on these ply two 
baskets. One is loaded with dirty dishes, 
and when it is released and dragged by a 
hidden force within, another basket filled 
with clean china is pushed out. 

The main part of the machine and the 
part that is covered by several patente is 
a two-inch pipe, along the edge of which is 
a slot an eighth of an inch wide. Through 
this pipe sixt genes OF water are forced 
a minute, and it is t stream, at so high 
a pressure, that does the business. First 


the dishes are made clean; then the clear 
scalding water is automatically turned on 
and it rinses, dries and polishes the china 
at the same time. 

Thus within one minute after a crate lad- 
en with dirty dishes enters the machines it 
comes out with the china as shiny and as 
bright as if it had been polished with cha- 
mois skin. 

Mr. Chafee says the machines have a 
capacity of from 2,000 to 4,000 dishes an hour 
and that one is never broken. He says 
they will even clean off an egg stain that 
has been on a plate over night, and he aske 
any housekeeper if that is not pretty good 


work.

ON THE AIR SHIP. 


VIEWS OF ST. LOUIS TAKEN FROM 
A GREAT ALTITUDE. 


DROPPED IN GERMANTOWN. 


J. V. Johnson Has Two Snap Shots 
Whose Source Is Shrouded in 
Great Mystery. 


J. V. Johnston, an Olive street clothing 
falesman, has an airship souvenir. It was 
sent to him by Julius Kronke of German- 
town, Ill. The souvenir consists of two 
photographic views of St. Louis streets. 
The supposition is that the pictures were 
taken by snap shot from the air ship, as 
it passed over St. Louis. 

Recently a young man of farmer-like ap- 
pearance entered the store where Mr. 
Johnston is employed and handed him a 
brown paper. package. The man was un- 
known to Mr. Johnston and left the store 
immediately. The package when opened 
contained a letter and two pictures. The 
letter was from Julius Kronke, German- 
town, Ill., and was an explanation of how 
the writer happened to have the pictures. 

He found them, he said, wrapped up in a 
newspaper, on the streets of Germantown. 
The general belief is that they fell from the 
air s Ip, or at least came from somewhere 

, for the reason that the package 
came sifting down from a high altitude, 
and after being wafted about by the wind, 
like a kite, finally fluttered along the 
ground. * 

A look at the picturés is proof enough 
that they were taken from some high point. 
The fiat roofs of buildings are shown plain- 
ly. In every way it is evident that the 
camera was located above the objects, This 
might have been accomplished from the top 
of some of the highest buildings, yet it ap- 
pears that the view was obtained from a 
still higher point. One of the photographs 
shows a view of Washington avenue from 
Twelfth etreet west to about Twentieth 
street. In this picture the tops of all build- 
ings are revealed. The other picture is 
recognized as a view of Biddle street from 
Sixth to Fourteenth. It is also an oddity 
from the fact that i shows minutely every- 
thing on the tops of the houses. 

There is no imprint on the pictures indi- 
cating by what photographer they were 
taken. The egy Bom mig eo of any kind is 
“Views of St. uis,’’ which is written of 
the reverse side of the card. The writing 
is easily legible, yet there is something 
odd in the way the letters are formed. 

Mr. Johnston does not pretend to vouch 
for the accuracy of the claim that the pict- 
ures came from the airship. 

“All I know about it is that the pictures 
were brought here to me,”’ he said, ‘‘and the 
accompanying letter from Julius Kronke 
sets forth the airship theory. I cannot re- 
member that I ever met this man Kronke 
although he addresses me as ‘Dear Friend 
Johnston.’ I have been over about Ger- 
mantown on fishing excursions many times, 
and it may be that I made his acquaint- 
ance without knowing his name. I met 
several of the Germantown people, whose 
names I never learned.”’ 

There is great excitement about Kron- 
ke’s discovery over at Germantown as is 
shown by ores from local newspapers 
which Mr. Johnson has received. The pub- 
lication in the newspapers is regarded as 
evidence that Mr. Kronke is not a myth. 
Kronke claims to have found the pictures 
April 30. After exhibiting them to every- 
body in his home village he sent them here, 
Mr. Johnston received them two days ago.

HALL CONTRACT. 


BARRED FROM COMPETITION. 


“Onkel” Henry Blamed for Changing 
the Specifications to Cinch ‘the 
Contract for One Firm.

The original specifications left the sub- 
ject of tiling pretty well open to competi-. 
tion. There area good many kinds of tiling 
for floors, any one of which would be suit- 
able for public buildings. All of them could 
be furnished more cheaply than white mar- 
ble, which is little used in these days. 

It seems that the Mayor has different 
views. Recently a special committee was 
appointed to take charge of City Hall com. 
pletion. The committee consists of the 
Mayor, Commissioner Randall and Hiram 
Lloyd, Speaker of the House of Delegates. 
Under their direction the original specifica. 
tions for floor tiling have been so altered 
that there can be no competition. But one
